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PASS THE TECHNICAL SCHOOL BY LAW 

•TECHNICAL EDUCATION IN VAN- 

* couver and New Westminster has been an out¬ 
standing success. The popularity of the courses 
available in Vancouver has been so marked that ad¬ 
ditional accommodation costing more than $400,000 
now is about to be provided. Similar success has 
been met with in many other Canadian cities and 
hundreds of cities and towns in the United States, 
la Great Britain and Continental Europe, of course, 
technical education is regarded as vital to the wel¬ 
fare of youth and the state as a whole. If the bene¬ 
fits have been so far-reaching m Vancouver and 
New Westminster, and k is common knowledge that 
they have: if the rest of Canada, the United States, 
and Europe look upon technical education as essen¬ 
tial to their economic well being as any other sort 
of education, surely Victoria does not propose to 
lag behind in the march of progress. Our taxpayers 
will be assisting the youth of this community as well 
as themselves; they will be helfkng our youth to 
equip themselves for their share in the future develop¬ 
ment of Vancouver Island, if they pass the technical 
school by-law to-morrow—as we feel sure they will. 

The principal value of a technical school in any 
community is that it increases the opportunities for 
young people more effectively to prepare themselves 
for their life’s work. It "discovers" the boy who 
might otherwise have to go through life with the 
stigma of failure clinging to him because of his un¬ 
suitability for academic training. Vancouver’s ex¬ 
perience.—the experience of other cities on this con¬ 
tinent and on the other aide of the Atlantic—has 
been that many boys who were total failures in an 
academic way were developed into very successful 
men m the technical school. It will be understood, 
too. that technical education puts the poor boy on 
a level with the son of wealthy parents in point of 
opportunity to succeed in life. 

There is then the important psychological aspect 
of the question. Training in a technical school as¬ 
sists the youth to an understanding of the dignity of 
labor. Hn very association with modem machinery, 
for instance, appeals to his imagination and creates 
in his youthful mind a desire to build. His in¬ 
ventive faculties are called upon and we venture to 
suggest thet very few of the boys of Victoria would 
fail to respond th that call. 

Community loyalty alfo is involved in this pro¬ 
posal. The monung paper says if there are any 
boys who want technical training, they should go 
to Vancouver and get it. What would that mean? 
It would mean that any boy whose parents were not 
able to pay to keep him in Vancouver while he was 
getting his training would be deprived of this op¬ 
portunity to equip himself for his struggle in life. It 
would mean also that practically all who did go 
would be lost to this Island for all time: they either 
Would become absorbed in the industries of Van¬ 
couver of go elsewhere. They certainly would not 
have very kindly feelings towards this community. 
It ■ not necessary in emphasize the seriousness of 
this prospect 

Another point which now is well understood is 
that unlew the taxpayers of Victoria spend $145,000 
on a technical school costing $250,000 to build and 
equip, the 1 Gove r n men t contributing $105,000 to¬ 
wards that amount, they will have to spend a large 
sum on new High School accommodation—to take 
care of the growing number of pupils at present in 
excess of the normal roll, and to make way for the 
normal increase. There would be no government 
grant in (hat care. Moreover, we cannot expect the 
Government to keep open its offer of $105,000 to¬ 
wards a technical school, if we turn it down now. In 
other words, by passing the by-law to-morrow the 
taxpayers will effect a big monetary saving, relieve 
the congestion at the High School, get a technical 
school, and give our young people an opportunity to 
train and develop themselves along practical lines. 
That ought to insure the requisite majority when 
the ballots are courted. 

A TIP TO ALL NATIONS 

1 nternati6nal relationships are 

queer things, when you stop to think about them. 
Nations rattle swords, threaten one another with 
wars, engage in rival armament races and all the 
while protest undying harmony. 

But once in a while two nations do manage to 
get together on a basis of real friendship. And 
we’d like to call the attention of everybody abroad 
to the two leading nations on the North American 
cootment-vCanad* sod the United States. 

The United States Department of Commerce has 
just made .public the full story of the disastrous fire 
in the great Hollinger gold mine, at Timminfi Ont., 
on February 10, when U. S. mine rescue workers 
crossed the border to co-operate with Canadians 
in the business of savipg lives. 

Fue started in the mine on a Friday afternoon. 


The Ontario authorities wired Washington, asking if 
one of the Bureau of Mines rescue can could be 
sent. The call was received late in the day; officials 
at Washington were not at all certain whether they 
could send their men to another country. .However, 
they decided to act first and ponder the legality later, 
and a mine rescue car at Jennen, Pa., 75 miles south 
of FHttsburgh. was ordered to the scene. 

Jensen is an out-of-the-way place, and it was 
Saturday morning before the car got to Pittsburgh. 
Bureau of Mines experts boarded it there, and' 
through the cooperation of railway and customs offi¬ 
cer* of both aatioos. the car was rushed to Timmins 
in record time, reaching there Sunday morning. \ 

Then, after a brief conference, mining experts 
of Canada and the United States donned masks and 
went down into the shaft—risking their lives to¬ 
gether in the hope of saving the entombed miners. 

As it happened, the entombed men were already 
beyond help. They apparently had died within an 
hour of the time the alarm was given. Yet the trip 
of the mine rescue car across the border was not 
in vain. 

That trip, we may say. stands as an object lesson 
to ^diplomats and prime ministen everywhere—an ob¬ 
ject lesson in the way two neighboring powers aan 
get along with one, a[iother. Instead of hatred, fear 
and suspicion, Canada and the United States have 
friendly co-operation. They work together to save 
lives. 

There is nothing finer, or more hopeful, in the 
history of international relationships. On this side 
of the water we have found the way to international 
harmony and peace. No forts line our borders: whfp 
a disaster occurs in one nation, the other does what 
it can to help. 

The leader* of Europe might well ponder the 
solution we have found. Friendliness brings security 
better than heavy armaments. Canada and the 
United Slates have proved h.

N O DOUBT THE MAJORITY OF THE 

taxpayers of Victoria expect the requisite ma-\ 
jority for the technical school by-law when the bal¬ 
lots have been counted to-morrow; but it is essen¬ 
tial that every voter who is able to get out' and vote 
does so.

HEALTH IN THE SCHOOLS 
From Th* Montreal Star 

Sir George Sutton, who ha* done remarkable work 
In Britain In educating children attending schools to 
n fuller realisation of the value of health to a nation, 
has Just published a comprehensive pamphlet review¬ 
ing what has been done during the last twenty year* 
and taking stock of the position ee he sees It to-day. 
While tAere hae been progress and while the number 
of OS men end women is lees than it wae when the 
result of the physical and Intellectual test* for en¬ 
listment startled England with It* revelations of a 
far lower standard than the nation had prided Itself 
upon, yet there Is much to be done and in the opinion 
of Sir Oeorge Sutton no effort 1* too great In the achieve¬ 
ment of the object in view. 

Sir Oeorge Sutton thinks that the hope of Improve¬ 
ment Use mainly In the schools. In inculcating into the 
minds of the boys and girl* attending the various classes 
a realisation of the prims importance of observing th* 
simple rules that make for health and contentment. 
It is not abstract or theoretical teaching of physiology 
or hygiene that le wanted. These subject* are of value 
from the training standpoint, but the one outstanding 
lesson that should be taught In the class-room and 
can only be taught to the nation effectively in thle 
way le the value of fresh air and sunshine, the Im¬ 
portance of care of the teeth and the eyes, personal 
cleanliness end simple rules about diet and exercise. 
Through the children thle Information is conveyed to 
the homes and it is obvious that th* more attractive 
the lesson Is mede the more likely the children will 
be to transmit their knowledge to their parents. 

Th* newspapers have hammered attghe basic rules 
of health for many years. Knowledge Hhparted through 
the schools reaches th* world in a manner which gives 
confidence of rich returns.

Sir Robert ate ted that Can¬ 
ada's advance in all lines Wee gratify- 
lng. The country's favorable trade fig¬ 
ures am being carefully studied In Eng¬ 
land he said, and am the cause of much 
comment on all aides. 

The question of Immigration. Sir Rob¬ 
ert Intimated, was With, tbs Oomltflon 
a Highly Important one. He believed 
the most desirable settlers were of tho 
younger feneration who could adapt 
themeelvee mom readily to tbs new 
conditions Tha surplus population at 
Great Britain could be abeorbed moat 
advantageously both by Canada and 
Australia, he stated, and hoped for con¬ 
tinued efforts along them lines. 

Speaking of British politics. Blr Rob¬ 
ert believed there will be no general 
election until neat year, unlaw some¬ 
thing unforeseen happen*. When the 
event takes place he firmly bellesea 
the prewnt Government will bo re¬ 
turned. Britain Is making steady pro¬ 
gram. ha explained, as evidenced by her 
favorable trade balance which once 
again asserted itjelf Them figures last 
year. Blr Robert pointed out, showed 
unexpected favorable progress and had 
done much to reassure the country gen- 
•rally.
